Critics Denounce 
Story of Bombing 

Publication of Report on Obliteration 
Air Raids Assailed—Baptists Appeal 
for World Order and Just Peace 


(Correspondence from New York) 

New York, March 11.—Vera Brittain’s 
article opposing area bombing of German 
cities, and the endorsement of the article 
by 28 prominent clergymen, which were 
published in the latest issue of Fellowship 
magazine, have called forth widespread re¬ 
action. The original statement was carried 
on the front page of the New York Times, 
and both that paper and the Herald Tr ib - 
une printed editorials about it. Many 
have condemned the statement in letters 
or counter-arguments, among them Mr§, 
Rooseve lt and Daniel Poling. ‘‘Freedom 
House,” whose board of directors includes 
Bishop Henry Hobson, Wendell L. Willkie 
and Dorothy Thompson, maintained that 
the appeal against such bombing came as a 
“distinct shock to the majority of Ameri¬ 

cans” and that it was "a great lift to ene my 
morale .” Yet a letter printed in the Timet- 
said that “thousands of Americans who 
support the war effort [are] becoming in¬ 
creasingly disturbed about the means. . . . 
We non-pacifists who object to ‘oblitera¬ 
tion bombing’ should be grateful to this 
courageous group of pacifists who in this 
instance serve as our spokesmen.”

Says Christianity is 
Saving China 

W. Y. Chen, bishop of the Chungking 
area of the Methodist Church and secre¬ 
tary of the National Christian Council of 
China, was welcomed at a meeting in the 
Madison Avenue Presbyterian Church here 
Monday. The World Council of Churches, 
the Foreign Missions Conference, the Fed¬ 
eral Council and the local federations 
united in sponsoring the program. Bishop 
Henry St. George Tucker presided and 
Publisher Henry Luce introduced Bishop 
Chen, who spoke on “The Christian Move¬ 
ment in War-Torn China,” saying: “China 
is passing through an extraordinary period 
in her national life. In every corner and 
in the heart of every man the sting of war 
is felt. But there is no note of defeat. 
China certainly needs more military equip¬ 
ment including bombers for the defense of 
her country, but she also needs a new 
dynamic, the power of God. Only when 
the lives of the people in whose hands the 
destiny of China rests are changed can 
China win real victory, independence, 
freedom and lasting peace.” In conclusion, 
Bishop, Chen declared, “There is a re¬ 
vival of Buddhism. There is an attempt 
to revive Confucianism. But Christianity is 
reviving the nation.”
